As  he  wearily  closed  the  la.st  medical 
journal  of  the  evening,  his  attention  w'as  suddenly  arrested  by  a report  by  Baron 
on  the  pancreatic  ducts. 


In  that  instant  the  great  idea  was  born.  Sleep  w*as  out  ot  the  qucation.  At  2 a m. 
Banting  got  up  and  wrote  three  short  sentences  in  his  noteboolf.  ‘ Tic  off  pancreatic 
ducts  of  dogs.  Wait  6 to  8 week.s  for  degeneration.  Remove  residue  and  extract.” 
Those  thr«  sentences  were  to  start  him  on  the  way  to  world  recognition  and 
the  Nobell  Prize.  ' •
